The turn-table 
has an automatic record changer 
and can be used for eithqr stand¬ 
ard records or the new long-play¬ 
ing types. 

Additions to the record collec¬ 
tion have been made throughout 
the year and, at the present time, 
the record library consists of 
eighty-four albums (a total of 
nearly four hundred records) of 
the great musical masterpieces 
ranging from Bach to Stravinsky. 
It includes albums of vocal solos, 
operas, oratorios, piano numbers, 
symphonies, suites, tone-poems, 
and concertos. Two of the most- 
prized recent additions are the 
complete recordings of both THE 
MESSIAH and AIDA.
